During this long period, he has had the advantage of a 
very extensive and general experience, having worked for a 
great many firms having the largest practices in England 
and Wales. 

He has generally found that the profession look to making 
the Fees instead of keeping correct Memoranda and Books 
of Accounts, and that thus large arrears of business arise 
with subsequent loss of money and clients.

Whereas of late years various alterations have taken place 
in the practice and procedure of the Court of Chancery, whereby 
certain of the fees heretofore allowed to the solicitors of the 
court have ceased, and others of sueh fees have become in- 
applicable to the duties which the solicitors have to perform ; 
and it is desirable that a new and revised List of fees should 
be made. 

Now, upon consideration thereof. 

The Eight Honourable Bobbrt Monsey, Lord Cbanworth, 
Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain, with the advice and 
assistance of the Bight Honorable Sir Jambs Lewis Knight 
Bruce, and the Eight Honorable Sir George James Turner, 
the Lords Justices of the Court of Appeal in Chancery, the 
Honorable the Yice-Chancellor Sir Eichard ToRIn Kindbrs- 
LEY, the Honorable the Yice-Chancellor Sir John Stuart, 
and the Honorable the Yice-Chancellor Sir William Page 
Wood, Doth Order and direct as follows : — 

1. The several Orders and parts of Orders following are dis- 
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charged, bo far as regards all costs inourred aubseqoent to tlie 
time when this Order comes into operation ; 

The Order of the 26th day of Febroary, 1807, except so 
mnch thereof as is mentioned in the Second Schedule 
hereto. 

The Sixth Schedule to the Order of the 26th October, 
1842. 

The 12l8t Section of the Order of the 8th May, 1845. 

So much of the Thirty -third Section of the Order of the 
22nd April, 1850, as relates to the fees to be charged by 
and allowed to solicitors. 

The Fourth Section of the Order of the 7th August, 1852, 
and the Schedule A. appended to such Order. 

The Fifth Section of the Order of the 23rd October, 1852. 

2. Solicitors are to be entitled to charge and be allowed the 

fees set forth in the column headed Lower Scale in the First 

Schedule hereto, in the several cases following, unless the 

court shall make order to the contrary ; that is to say, 

1st. In all suits by creditors, legatees, (whether specific, 
pecuniary, or residuary,) devisees (whether in trust or 
otherwise), heirs at law or next of kin, in which the 
personal or real, or personal and real estate, for or against 
or in respect of which, or for an account or administra- 
tion of which, the demand may be made, shall be under 
the amount or value of 1000^. 

2ndly. In all suits for the execution of trusts in which 
the trust estate or fund shall be under the amount or 
value of 1000^. 

Srdly. In all suits for the foreclosure or redemption, or for 
enforcing any charge or lien, in which the mortgage 
whereon the suit is founded, or the charge or lien sought 
to be enforced, shall be under the amount or value of 
1000/. 

4thly. In all suits for specific performance, in which the 
purchase money or consideration shall be under the 
amount or value of 1000/. 
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5thly. In all prooeedings under the trustees relief acts, or 
under the trustee acts, or under any of such acts, in 
which the trust estate or fund to which the proceeding 
relates shall be under the amount or value of lOCX)/. 
6thly. In all proceedings relating to the guardianship or 
maintenance of infants, in which the property of the 
infant shall be tmder the amount or value of 1000/. 
7thly. In all proceedings by special case, and in all 
proceedings relating to funds carried to separate ac- 
counts, and in all proceedings under any railway or 
private Act of Parliament, or under any other statutory 
or summary jurisdiction, and generaUy in all other oases 
where the estate or fund to be dealt with, shall be 
under the amount or value of 1000/. 
8. In all other cases solicitors are to be entitled to charge 
and be allowed the fees set forth in the column headed 
Higher Scale in the First Schedule hereto, unless the court 
shall make order to the contrary as to all cr any of the parties. 
4. The fees of court, now collected by means of stamps, are 
to be reduced and varied as set forth in the Third Schedule 
hereto. 

The fees set forth in the column headed Lower Scale in the 
Third Schedule hereto are to be paid in all cases in which the 
Lower Scale of fees is to be charged by and allowed to solicitors, 
under the provisions of the second section of this Order ; and 
the fees of court set forth in the column headed Higher Scale 
in the Third Schedule hereto are to be paid in all other cases. 

The solicitor or party instituting any proceeding in respect of 
which he claims to pay the fees of court according to the Lowe^ 
Scale, is to file with the Clerk of Becords and Writs a certificate 
in the form hereunder set forth, of which certificate the Clerk of 
Eecords and Writs is, at the request of any solicitor, or any 
party acting in person, in the suit or matter, to mark a copy. 

On production of such copy of the certificate, the officers of 
the court are to receive and file all proceedings in the suit or 
matter bearing stamps according to the Lower Scale. 
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In any case certified for the Lower Scale of Court fees in 
whidi it sbill happen that the solicitor shall become entitled to 
charge and be allowed according to the Higher Scale of 
solicitors' fees, the deficiency in the fees of Court is to be made 
good. 

In any case in which the fees of Court have been paid upon 
the Higher Scale, and in which it shall happen that the solicitor 
shall become entitled to charge and be allowed only according 
to the Lower Scale of solicitors' fees, the excess of fees of Court 
so paid may be allowed upon the taxation of costs, if the 
circumstances of the case shall, in the judgment of the taxing 
master, justify such allowance. 

This Order is to come into operation on the 1st day of 
February, 1857.

DIBECTIONS TO TAXING MASTEBS. 

1. Bbtwbbn the 1st day of September and the 24th day of 
October in each year, one of the Masters of the Courts of 
Queen's Bench, Common Pleas, or Exchequer, shall have 
authority to tax Bills of Costs, take references, and perform 
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other necessary and inunediate matters arising in or apper- 
taining to any or either of the said courts, at the office of his 
own court; and, for snch purpose, one of the masters shall 
attend on certain da3rs in each week, as may be fonnd ne» 
oessary, and of which dne notice shall be affixed in the judges' 
chambers and in the respective offices of the masters of each 
court; and such master shall be considered as the vacation 
master. 

2. In order to diminish as much as possible the costs 
arising from the copying of documents to accompany the 
briefs of counsel, the masters are to allow only the copying 
of such documents, or such parts of documents, as they may 
consider necessary for the instruction of counsel, or for use 
at the trial 

3. No fee to counsel to be allowed on writs of trial, except 
on trials before the judge of the Sheriffs' Court of London, 
or of other Courts of Becord where attomies are not allowed 
to practise ; and then one guinea only. 

4. The masters shall have discretion in all cases to allow, 
as between party and party, the fees of counsel or special 
pleader, for drawing pleadings or other proceedings, whether 
special or otherwise, and advising. 

6. When judgment is signed on a warrant of attorney or 
cognovit, or on a judge's order authorizing the plaintiff to 
sign judgment, no declaration to ground judgment shall be 
necessary or allowed on the taxation of costs. 

6. The costs of attendance by counsel or special pleader 
before a judge at chambers shall in no case be allowed, be- 
tween party and party, unless the judge shall certify for such 
allowance. 

7. In all actions on contract, other than cases whereia, 
by reason of the nature of the action, no writ of trial can by 
law be issued, where the sum recovered or paid into court, 
and accepted by the plaintiff in satisfaction of his demand, 
or agreed to be paid on the settlement of the action, shall not 
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exceed twenty pounds (without costs), the plaintiff*! costs as 
against the defendant, shall be taxed according to the lower 
scale >of allowances in the Schedole of Costs hereunto an- 
nexed : Frovidedf that, in case of trial before a judge of one 
of the superior courts, or judge of assize, if the judge shall 
certify on the postea that the cause was proper to be tried 
before him, and not before a sheriff or judge of an inferior 
court, the costs shall be taxed on the higher scale. 

8. Where, in like actions, the sum indorsed on the summons 
shall be more than twenty pounds, but the plaintiff fails to 
recover more than that sum, and the judge does not certify as 
aforesaid, the plaiutiff^s costs against the defendant whether as 
between party and party or as between attorney and client, shall 
be taxed as upon a writ of trial before a judge of a Court of 
Eecord where attomies are not allowed to act as advocatesy 
as hereinafter provided for ; but the defendant's costs, if any, 
are to be taxed upon the higher scale : Provided, that, in cases 
triable before the sheriff or judge of an inferior court, where 
the judge shall refuse to make an order for such trial, the 
judge may, if he shall think fit, direct, at the time of such 
reAisal, on what scale the costs of each party shall be taxed ; 
and, in default of such direction, the costs of both parties shall 
be taxed on the higher scale.

HINTS ON BOOKI-KIEEPING. 



-A.S TO COSTS. 

I Have been requested by several professional friends to 
annex to this work, a few remarks or bints on Book-keeping by 
Solicitors, leaving to a future edition tbe insertion of a complete 
set of books. It would, however, be foreign to the object I have 
had in view, to lay down an elaborate set of rules for that 
purpose, and there is the less necessity for such a course (as to 
costs), because twenty years' experience as an accountant, has 
convinced me that the difficulties which so frequently occur in 
preparing Bills of Costs, do not arise so much from the absence 
of a correct theoretical system of accounts in solicitors' offices, 
as from inattention and carelessness in carrying that system 
into practical operation. These brief remarks or hints, there- 
fore, are framed exclusively with reference to the complications 
which arise from that cause. 

1. 'No solicitor should omit to keep a Kame Book, in which 
the names of all persons calling should be daily and correctly 
entered ; and if the business is small, I would advise that each 
person employed should be required to count his work daily, and 
to enter it under the name of each client. This would save a 
great deal of time and trouble, because in posting up from the 
Diaries, the Name Book could be referred to. 

2. On whatever business a client is seen, the material points 
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and facts which have been elicited by a conference with him 
should be entered immediately, and as fully as possible in a 
diary. Similar diaries should also be kept by the managing 
clerks in each department ; and if, from the pressure of engage- 
ments or from any other cause, these entries cannot be made 
immediately, they ought not, at all events, to be postponed 
beyond the day on which the conference takes place, or the 
business is transacted; for in that case other business will 
drive some important fact from the mind, and whatever the 
powers of memory may be, circumstances, and even impressions 
which ought to be recorded, will be inevitably omitted. Where 
books have been neglected or kept in an imperfect manner, I 
have been enabled from occasional full entries of this kind, to 
unravel an involved series of transactions, and to trace out 
particulars which otherwise would have escaped attention. I 
particularly recommend that all papers be properly endorsed 
and put away in pigeon holes, marked alphabetically. 

3. The entries made in the solicitor's diary and in those of 
the managing clerk's, should, with all convenient speed, be posted 
in a journal under separate heads, and where the client's business 
is heavy, this will be found convenient. 

It will eventually save time to make out Bills of Costs on draflk 
paper from the journal, and deposit them in pigeon holes marked 
alphabetically for that purpose. If an agent be employed, space 
should be left for entering his charges, as soon as they are 
received. With a journal thus kept, and regularly w itten up, 
a solicitor will experience no difficulty in preparing his Bills of 
Costs. I would also recommend that a book be kept alphabeti- 
cally for posting up all monies paid on account of clients for 
work done, as the bill clerk could then refer to it, and would 
there find the lengths of deeds (if sent to a stationer], and every 
information relating to disbursements. See form, page 381. 

4. Letter books, distinguished by separate and appropriate 
headings, and correctly indexed, including in the index dates as 
well as names, should be invariably kept, in which copies of all 
letters on business should be accurately copied. If a client's 
business is large, a ^eparate letter book may be kept for him. 
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These books ought to be indexed daily, so that the solicitor or 
his managing clerk may refer to any letter without delay. 

6. In all offices in which a large business is transacted, a 
separate managing clerk ought to be kept for Chancery, Con- 
veyancing, Common Law, &c., &c., and each managing clerk 
ought to have uncontrolled authority, except by the solicitor 
himself, oyer his own department. By this division of labour, 
greater skill, and a greater facility for the quick despatch of 
business will be acquired than by any other system, and if care 
be taken to select an intelligent and trustworthy person, he will 
be gratified by the confidence reposed in him, and take a pride 
in discharging the duties of his office in the most efficient 
manner. By a contrary plan, and by allowing a clerk, not 
familiar with the business to be transacted, to interfere with the 
department over which another usually presides, not only is 
business impeded and dissatisfaction created, but great losses 
have been frequently occasioned. 

6. Bills of Costs ought to be made up to a certain month in 
each year and sent to the clients, and those not sent should be 
averaged, and the amount ought to be carried to a suspension 
account. An alphabetical list of all Bills of Costs delivered 
ought to be kept, with the date of sending them to the client, 
and the date of all further applications for payment. This list 
ought to be revised and fair copied every month. A list 
ought to be kept of those carried to the suspension account, and 
revised as each bill is finished and sent out. These two lists 
ought to be put before the principals, at least, once in every 
month. I have known a large amount of loss occur in several 
offices, when this was not done. It would be better to make 
out all Bills of Costs separately, under the head of Chancery, 
Conveyancing, Common Law, and General Business. 

7. The diaries of the managing clerks, ought, in large offices, 
to be inspected by the solicitor daily, and in the country a day 
ought to be set apart for that purpose. By the neglect of this 
precaution I have known a solicitor lose a large amount every 
year through a managing clerk's carelessness, his diary having 
been frequently in arrear upwards of three months. I would 
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also recommend that diaries be made in the form set forth at 
page 377, leaving plenty of room for " Nature of Business." 
Abont two quires of foolscap stitched lengthwise would be suffi- 
cient at a time, and the whole should be bound at the end of 
every year. 

8. I would venture to recommend that remunerative and 
even liberal salaries be paid to the managing and other clerks. 
It has been said that no business is well done that is not paid 
for; but perhaps it would be more correct to say that no 
business is well done that is not adequately and sufficiently paid 
for. Except for the purpose of completing entries and other 
formal matters, managing clerks ought also, as a general rule, 
to be allowed to leave the office at the same time as the solicitor 
himself. Little work is done after the principal has retired, and 
to compel the clerks to remain till a later hour, creates a feeling 
of dissatisfaction, without promoting the despatch of business. 
Finally ; I hope the profession will acquit me of presumption in 
thus supporting the interests of a class of men whose value I 
have proved, and who are amongst the most intelligent. 
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-A^ TO A.COOXJNTS GENEE-AJULiY. 

Every solicitor onglit to keep a petty cash-book, and enter in 
it all disbursements for business done, on account of clients, 
which would afterwards be included in the Bill of Costs. 
Clerk's salaries, rent, office expenses generally, and payments 
made by London solicitors to country agents, and also pay- 
ments made to London agents by country soUoitors, should be 
entered in the petty cash-book. 

All payments made for clients for business done, and entered 
in the petty cash-book, ought to be posted from such book 
under the name of each client, in a separate book alphabetically 
prepared for that purpose. See page 381. Should a law sta- 
tioner be employed, he should keep one book and also gire a 
copy to the solicitor, and his accoimt ought also to be entered 
in the petty cash-book, and then posted to the book, as per- 
form, shewn at page 381. When the petty cash-book is thus regu- 
larly posted, the bill clerk will have very little difficulty in making 
out correct Bills of Costs, because the items of expenditure will 
lead to matters, which will enable him generally to arrive at right 
conclusions. The petty cash-book ought to be balanced every 
week, and when receipts for disbursements can be taken, these 
vouchers ought to be produced by the clerk keeping such book. 
It is very necessary that this book should be checked with 
great care, as I have known instances of payments being charged 
several times over during the year, for one and the same matter. 
Very few solicitors check their petty cash-books, therefore if the 
clerk keeping such book becomes dishonest, it generelly com- 
mences through the carelessness of the employers, and many 
young men through this negligence have been ruined. 

I would particularly advise that boys should not be entrusted 
with the petty cash-book, it being a mistaken idea that because 
a boy can be got for a trifling sum per week it is the cheapest. 
It is far better at all times to employ sober and respectable men. 
I knew a case where a boy kept the petty cash-book, and 
actually embezzled upwards of £1000 in two years. On another 
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occasion, an inyestigation of some accounts belonging to a 
large finn, showed that in the course of fourteen years 
they lost about £1000 per annmn, bat of this I was not at all 
astonished when I was informed they paid their cashier the large 
salary of about 238. per week. The plunder in this case was 
of the most barefaced description, and such as I had in 
twenty years' experience never witnessed before. As an in- 
stance of keeping the accounts, the balance in the cash-book 
from the previous day was sometimes forgotten to be carried to 
the next day's acoouit, this balance amounted occasionally 
to upwards of £50. 

A second column was made in the cash-book, and a long list 
of items was entered In it by the traveller as he came from his 
journey ; these items were added up at three different times, 
or stops, always making one of the totals, £10, £20, £30, and 
sometimes £60 wrong. Another illustration, and I have done. 
When a customer paid £100 on account, the amount would per- 
haps include a £30 bill, the total would be entered in the day-book 
as £100, and posted from thence to the ledger ; but in the cash- 
book the £30 bill never appeared, and it was not known where 
many of these little bills went to. A small ledger headed 
" Agent's Ledger" ought also to be kept, in which all remittances 
made to agents in the country ought to be posted up from the 
petty cash book, and the same kind of book ought to be kept by 
coxmtry solicitors. 

A general daily cash-book ought to be kept, in which all pay- 
ments made for clients not intended to be included in any Bills 
of Costs of all monies received from and on behalf of clients, 
ought to be entered and then posted to the general cash ledger -, 
these ought to be posted up at least every month ; this cash- 
book ought to be strictly balanced and audited. 

A separate cash-book ought also to be kept, in which Bills of 
Costs received should be entered under separate, heads, viz : 
Chancery, Common Law, Coveyancing, and Greneral Business ; 
the total should be carried to the daily cash-book every week. 
See form of this book at page 382. 

A separate ledger, independent of the general cash ledger. 
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oaght to be kept, headed " Law Ledger/' and eveiy Bill of Costs 
ought to be debited to each olieat, and the total amount ought 
to be carried from such ledger to the general cash ledger, on a 
settlement of accounts. 

Should the Bills of Costs amount to more than the cash the 
solicitor has received from his dient, then enter the amount in 
the law cash-book as reoeiyed, and also enter the amount in the 
dailj cash-book as a payment on account of such monies received 
from and on behalf of clients ; the amount will then get posted to 
the law ledger on account of costs, and the payment or transfer 
will get posted to the general cash ledger, and thus, each 
account can be properly balanced. 

It being my intention to continue this work annually at a 
moderate price, I trust the profession will afford me their 
assistance, because it will be my entire study to ^ give such 
precedents in Bills of Costs and forms of book-keeping as will 
materially assist them.

Haying been reqneeted by you to examine and report upon this property, I 
beg to remark, that from a carefal survey of Talysarn Quarry, coupled with my 
knowledge of the same for several years past, I have no hesitatloc in stating that, 
if worked properly, this Quarry must be one of the best throughout North Wales, 
both with regrard to the character of the Slate, and also to its quantity ; its resources 
in the latter respect being literally inexhaustible. As to tbe character and quality 
of the Slate, it is sufficient to remark that the veins are the same as those of the 
Dinorwic and Fenrhyn Quarries, with the addition also of the Cilgwyn vein, of 
which there is a large quantity ; and this vein is admitted to be the best throughout 
the Principality, and traverses the entire estate; but has only been worked at the 
east end of the large Quarry, and at Bigg's Quarry ; which latter Quarry bias fair 
to be one of the most productive in North Wales.

DESGRIFTIOir OF THE QTTABSIES. 

BUNDELL'S OALLERT is situated on the west of the other workings and near 
the north boundary of the Slate range, is about 170 yards long, and from 50 to 70 
yards wide, 83 yards deep to the present line of working, 20 yards to the second 
floor, and 12 yards to the bottom ; total depth 65 yards. 

The workings are bounded on the north by a large and massive dyke, which must 
be removed, and this and Onen's Quarry worked as one by a series of galleries, 
which must be continued to the mountain.
